incarnation of Caesar, but I do. not 
think that is true. I believe, however, 
it is true that Gladstone was the re- 
incarnation of Cicero.”’ 

Mrs. Besant refuses to take notice of 
the attacks that are made upon her 
by the American branch of the Thec- 
sophical Society under the leadership 
of Mrs. Katherine Tingley of Point 
Loma, Cal. Mrs. Besant is here visiting 
33 American cities. She says she is a 
greater traveler than President Taft. 

Blavatsky’s Successor. 

Mrs. Besant claims to be the true 
successor of Mme. Blavatsky, founder 
of Theosophy, but she does not believe 
that she is the reincarnation of Mme. 
Blavatsky. 

Mrs. Besant defines theosophy as the 
synthesis of knowledge concerning God, 
man and the universe and their rela- 
tions to each other. She believes that 
God can be known by persons oo earth 
who develop their minds in *this direo- 
tion. : 

‘We believe in the transmigration of 
souls,’’ sald Mrs. Besant. “The mind is 
entirely distinct from the body. When 
death comes the mind merely removes

Women Help Catch Healers. 

According to the {nspectors women 
are more frequently both the practi- 
tioners and the patients in this alleged 
illegitimate healing than men, For that 
reason six young women are employed 
by the Health Department to get evi- 
dence against the female healers. Just 
who these young women are and how 
they work, Dr. G. A. Jordan, Assistant 
Health Commissioner, declines to say.

Their 
usual method is to simulate sickness 
and seek treatment from the healers, 
They say that their chief difficulty is 
in preserving their gravity when they 
are receiving ‘advice’ and “medica- 
tion.”’ : 

Some healers use miysterigus words 
and signs, while others demand the 
repetition of prayers and cabalistic for- 
mulas. Many add to their magnetism 
and medicine some dietary rules that 
they require their patients to observe.

Was Found Not Guilty, 

Mrs. Besant, while refusing to dis- 
cuss the Leadbeater matter, said he was 
tried on the charges and found not 
gulity. 

“I shall not discuss this matter at all, 
nor shall I pay any attention to the 
attacks made upon me by the American 
Society,’’ she said. “I do not know 
why I am attacked. There is no differ- 
ence between the teaching of the Amer- 
ican Society and our society in India. 
I think Mrs. Tingley is a woman of 
considerable capacity and has done a 
great work at Point Loma. 

“I shall not say a word against her 
or the American organization. If I am 
attacked I can only answer that I have 
no time to pay attention to such mat- 
ters.”’ 

Was Born ‘ 

Mrs. Besant was eet be Lnnton. Oct. 
1, 1847, began life as a devout Ritualist, 
married the Rev, Frank Besant, an 
English church clergyman, 1867, but 
soon afterward became an avowed free- 
thinker and was separated from her 
husoand in 1873. She joined the Theo- 
sophical Society tn 1889, fhe is the au- 
thor of several books on religious sub- 
jects. 

Mrs. Besant will lecture at the Central 
Y. M. C. A., Grand and Franklin ave- 
nues, at 8 p. m., under the auspices of 
the local Theosophical Society. Mrs. 
Besant is a@ native of ‘England. she 
says she lives in India because it offers 
the greatest fleld for Theosophical de- 
velopment. 

After lecturing here Mrs. Besant will 
go to Louisville and then to Chicago.

Fred Boenecke, decorator and musi- 
cian, who has three wives, but thinks 
ore of them is divorced, was arrested 
at noon Tuesday in the Federal build- 
ing on complaint of his second help- 
meet, who gave information of his mar- 
riage to the third. 

Boenecke admitted that he had mar- 
ried illegally the third time, but said 
he thought his second wife wouldn’t 
caré. 

Boenecke, who is a decorator, was 
at work when arrested. He is tall, 
athlethic and good-looking. He sup- 
plements his salary by playing a 
clarinet of evenings, and two of his 
wives fell in love with his soulful eyes 
while he was music-making. 

The first wife was Josie Trem of 
Carondelet, who lives now in Kansas 
City. It is this wife who, Boenecke be- 
lieves, got a divorce. Notice of the suit 
wae filed on nim, he says, but he never 
heard whether a decree was granted. 

Agreed to Separate. 

The second wife was Miss Anna Rapp 
of Rockville, Mo., who was won by the 
musician while he was playing.with a 
band at the village. She now lives at 
3119 Laclede avenue. Justice Helmering 
of Maplewood married them, Feb. 6, 
1908, but the musician’s temperament 
grated on his wife, he says, and they 
mutually agreed that a separation would 
be best. 

Boenecke says he suggested that his 
wife get a divorce, but declares she said 
that didn’t matter. He didn’t sue, he 
says, because he had no grounds ex- 
cept incompatibility.

Last Wife Is Surprised. 


Mrs. Josephine Boenecke, the wife 
with whom Boenecke now lives, at 4563 
Swan avenue, was greatly surprised 
when she learned that her husband had 
been afrested. !

“He would have to rely wholly on ob- 
servations of the heavens. The varia- 
tion of the magnetic needle, and the 
fact that the position of the magnetic 
pole varies, would make the compass or 
aipping needle practically useless, espe- 
cially for purposes of verification ef his 
record. Any magnetic observations he 
might make would be subject to correc- 
tion, and the only way to verify them 
would be to make the journey he made, 
and even this would be unsatisfactory, 


With a general disposition to believe 
Dr. Frederick A. Coek’s claim to polar 
discovery until it shall be disproved, 
critics who have compared Cook’s nar- 
rative with Peary’s have asked, more 
eften perhaps than they have asked any 
other question: 

Why did it take Cook almost a 
year longer to return to civiliza- 
tion than it took Peary?t 
Cook says he reached the North Pole 
April 21, 1908. He did net get in cable 
reach of Copenhagen until Sept. 1, 1909.

Peary, who gives the date ef his chief 
attainment as April 6, 1909, got near 
enough to a Labrador port to send the 
news to the world Sept. 6, 1909, exactly 
five months later.

Here lies the explanation of Cook's 
delay in returning. Had he been 
equipped as Peary was, he could 
have been oack to civilization just a 
year ago. But he had no such base 
of supporting parties, and when he 
left the pole he had to forage his 
way back by a tremendously cir- 
cuitous route, killing musk-oxen and 
other game for food, and covering 
hundreds of unnecessary’ miles.

Another argument in Cook's behalf is 
taken from Peary’s own Story, in which 
he Says that all conditions were highly 
fortunate and favorable to hig return 
voyage. Delays from open water, which 
amounted to only some 14 days, might, 
Peary admits, have been Prolonged into 
months if fortune had not favored him. 
These expanses of open water, encoun- 
tered at unfavorable times, formed one 
of the chief causes of Cook's delay. 

Arcfic explorers of earlier days were 
usually a year and a half, or longer, 
in returning, although they did not ap- 
proach within 600.to 700 miles of the 
pole. Elisha Kent Kane’s expedition, 
which reached nearly 81 degrees, or 630 
miles from che pole, started home in 
June, 1854, and reached New York in 
October, 1855, after hardships which so 
exhausted the leader that he died 16 
months afterward. 

Charles Ffencis Hall's expedition, 
which reached 8 degrees and ¥ minutes, 
rome five hundred miles from the pole, 
left that point early in the year 1872, 
and reached England in the late sum- 
mer ef 1873.

PEARY NEARLY TWO WEEKS 
AWAY FROM NEXT LANDING 


BATTLE HARBOR, Labrador, Sept. 
14.—The ‘Roosevelt, with Commander 
Peary on board, will probably leave this 
port Saturday for Sydney, Nova Scotia, 
the next intended stopping place on the 
journey to the United States. 

Peary ig reconciling himself to the 
certainty that Dr. Cook will reach New 
York some time ahead of him. He de- 
clares that, although the Brooklyn man 
may gain popular applause on his first 
arrival, he will fail to convince scien- 
tists of his story. P 

The Roosevelt’s run to Sydney, more 
than. six hundred miles distant, will 
probably require five days, as the dan- 
gerous character of the Labrador coast 
will hold down the ship’s speed. 

Members of the Roosevelt’s crew have 
added important details to Peary’s story. 
From their accounts it appears that an 
Eskimo, Eging Wah, was Peary’s only 
companion at the pole, Matt Henson, 
the negro, having been left one stage 
behind with four Eskimos. The tem- 
perature at the pole, Peary’s men say, 
was 32 degrees below zero, Fahrenheit. 





Steamer Will Meet Peary. 

BYDNEY, N. S., Sept. 144-—The Gov- 
ernment steamer Tyrian, with the news- 
paper correspondents, left North Sydney 
last night to meet Commander Peary 
and the Arctic ship Roosevelt some- 
where off the coast of Nefoundland. Bf- 
forts will be made to get Commander 
Peary to board the Tyrian, which is a 
much faster ship than the Roosevelt, 
and come to Sydney. 

Mrs. Peary lunched this evening with 
President Ross of the Dominion Coal 
Co. She expressed herself as confident 
that Commander Peary weuld reach this 
Place at the earliest possible moment,

BOATSWAIN SAYS SUPPLIES 
OF COOK PARTY WERE TAKEN 


ST JOHNB, N. F., Sept. 4—Alan 
Whitten, who was boatswain of the 
Peary auxiliary steamer Erik in 196 
and again in 1908, has confirmed the 
charge that Peary’s men took Ceok’'s 
provisions. 

Whitten was on the Drik in the sum- 
mer of 1907, when she lay for a week in 
Sydney alongside the schooner John R. 
Bradley, in which Dr. Cook was starting 
for the pole. 

Whitten says the Bradley was abund- 
antly equipped for Cook's expedition, 
having supplies for at least three years. 
He confirms the charge madg by Dr. 
Cook at Copenhagen that Peary’s people 
tool: Cook's provisions, adding that not 
only did the crew of the ship take 
Cook’s stores that were at Etah, but 
that boats were sent to Annatook, 30 
miles distant, to remove Cook’s pro- 
visions which were stored there. 

The boatswain also made the state- 
ment that both Cook’s and Francke’s 
collections of ivory end skins, some ef 
them very valuable, likewise were tak- 
en. He gaid the trouble with Peary’s 
previous expeditions had been the lack 
of supplies. Instead of remaining away 
for three years, Commander Peary was 
compelled te return after about 15 
months, the real reason, Whitten de- 
clared, being that he did not have 
enough supplies to remain longer. ~

IMMIGRANTS AND NATIVES. 

Dr, David Blaustein, superintendent of the Chi- 
cago Hebrew Institute, has given voice to the 
opinion that the immigrant is a better American 
than the American. This view came as the result 
of years of personal contact with the \mmigra- 
tien problem in New York, and Dr. Blaustein sup- 
~}ports it by recourse to a method of reasoning 
which seems justified by the superficial aspects 
of the case. He finds, for instance, that the “im- 
migrant from the land of despotism and oppres- 
sion” develops rapialy an intense and earnest 
love of the land which permits him “‘to indulge a 
broad view, freedom and, in fact, a new life.” He 
“adopts American customs, traditions and spirit 
with an eagerness that is absolutely wanting in 
the American native, who looks upon — privi- 
leges as his natural rights.” 

Dr. Blaustein properly enough gives to the im- 
migrant ‘the enthusiasm of the new convert, 
makes him actively and aggressively ardent alu 
then hastily concludes that he is in a better con- 
dition to appreciate certain blessings than one 
who takes them as a matter of course. The im- 
migrant probably is more ardent and enthusias- 
tic. He has the advantage of contrast with all the 
emphasis which contrast lends. But to say he is 
the better American is to say he would defend the 
blessings mentioned more loyally than the Amer- 
ican. Would he? Does he understand them as 
well? Can he feel an encroachment or an in- 
vasion of them? Would he not‘look upon any 
encroachment or curtailment as the withdrawal] 02 
a privilege rather than a deprivation of his rights 
and merely grumble instead of show.ng active re- 
sentment? 

The American who regards what Dr. Blaustein 
calls “privileges” as natural rights is in a mental 
condition advanced to that point through genera- 
tions of increasing adherence to a cause. His at- 
titude is not one of thankfulness for something he 
is permitted to share, but pride in something he 
won so long ago that his possession of it is not 
subject to dispute. He is no longer conscious of 
freedom of action. It is part of him. He pro- 
ceeds intuitively in response to ideas and concep- 
tions which are positive and absolute, not com- 
parative and relative. Between the native Ameri- 
can and the immigrant there is all the difference 
between confidence in proved strength and fear 
of demoristrated weakness. The enthusiasm of 
the immigrant is born of the calm assurance of the 
native whose condition he never attains until nov- 
elty is gone and a conscious and joyful sense of 
variation has been supplanted by a subconscious, 
habitual realizetion of fixity.

FIXING WAGES BY LAW. 

From the New York World. 

Socialistic legislation of an ad- 
vanced kind is embodied in the Trade 
Boards bill, which has progressed 
through all its stages in the British 
House of Commons and passed a sec- 
ond reading in the House of Lords. 

The purpose of the bill is to eradi- 
cate sweating through the establish- 
ment of a minimum rate of wages 
in specified industries in which the 
evil mostly exists. A central trade 
board is created which is given pow- 
er, with the co-operation of local 
committees, to fix a limit of wages 
below which employers shall not de- 
scend, and failure to observe which 
shall render the ineligible to accept 
contracts for Government or municip- 
al work. The trades specified are 
tailoring in some pf its branches, pa- 
per-box making, lace-finishing and 
chain making.

The proposed legislation introduces 
a new principle into the relations of 
labor to employment. It invests the 
State with a novel function and has 
been held to interfere with the right 
of contract. Other objections raised 
against the bill are the possibility 
of an increase of price in the product 
of the industries in question, and the 
exposure of English trade to an in- 
vasion of sweated foreign-made goods. 
Against these considerations is the 
promise of relief trom conditions of 
social slavery which is held out to a 
class of humble workers who lack the 
independence which organization 
gives. In this country, where organ- 
ised labor fixes its own wage scales, 
the bill has mainly an academic in- 
terest. :

LAW TO BE CHANGED 





Holland-Amerika Line Not the 
Only One Under Gov- 
ernment Inquiry. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 


reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
' WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—The New 
York World's expose of the Baltic ship- 
‘* ping pool’s relations with American 
railroads will probably result in one of 
_ the most stupendous reforms in the 
~ history of American trade. A practical 
international governmental control of 
Ocean traffic rates is planned by the 
experts, who are now engaged in the 
prosecution of the charges against the 
‘Holland-Amerika line and other steam- 
ship and American railroad lines. 
_ ‘Treaties looking to the regulation of 

ocean freight rates similar to the Amer- 
lean and German regulation of rates, 
may develop. Before this agreement can 
be reached it is more than likely that 
Congress will be called upon to remedy 
the defect in the Elkins act by which 
‘Water rates are exempt from regula- 
If the question of penalties arises the 
method which may b2 ‘proposed inter- 
nationally will be applied in the United 
States. This method is simple and will 
be nothing more nor less than denying 
the right of entry into American ports 
of ships owned by lines that disregard 
American laws designed against con- 
spiracies in restraint of trade.

He accomplished his self-destruc- 
tion by slashing his throat witha new 
razor, the gash beginning two inches 
back of the left ear and extending to a 
point two inches to the right. The jugu- 
lar vein and windpipe were both sev- 
ered. } 
After Coroner’ Acritelli had examined 
Ell B. Springs, a close friend of the 
Casties family, and John Fletcher, pri- 
vate secretary to the financier, and had 
received the statement of Burton SB. 
Casties, a brother, he declared that the 
only motive he could give for the act 
was continued ill-health, which had re- 
suited in nervous prostration. 
On this information the Coroner de- 
cided to grant an order for the removal 
of the body to an undertaking establish- 
ment, subject to the orders of Mrs. Cas- 
tiles, who, with her son and daughter, 
both children in their teens, are at the 
Adirondack League Club, Little Moose 
Lake, Herkimer County, New York. 
The story of the suicide was told in 
detail before the Coroner by Eli B. 
Springs. 
“Until last January Mr. Castles was 
president of the Guaranty Trust Co.,”’ 
said Mr. Springs.
